Reason 's for Allowance 

4, The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following limitations, in combination with other limitations are neither anticipated 
nor made obvious by the prior art, 'wherein the current VGA mode is associated with a set of 
current mode flags " in combination with 'wherein jump table entries are associated with a 
specific VGA mode, and each jump table entry is associated with a specific instruction in the set 
of permissible instructions for the specific VGA mode" . As regards independent claims 6, 17 and 
18, the combination of the cited limitations is not disclosed in the prior art. The prior art does 
disclose that VGA hardware emulation is known, however, the use of a jump table, associated 
with VGA flags and in further combination of operating the VGA emulation in a guest operating 
environment is neither disclosed nor made obvious by the prior ait. 

4.1 Dependent Claims 10-16 and 19-26 are allowed as they depend upon allowed 
base claims.
